fore Judge Johp T. McCoy, in 
the 
criminal division of the circuit court 
was halted temporarily this morning 
as oppoz/ng counsels argued the mo­ 
tion of the defense to exclude all tes­ 
timony from the trial except that re­ 
ferring to but one of the three raids. 
Judgf Hugh A. Locke, chief of de­ 
fense, declared that as the defendant 
was charged with but one count of dis­ 
orderly conduct, the city attorney Ro­ 
bert J. Wheeler, therefore was not at 
liberty to introduce collective evidence 
of all three raids. 
Judge Locke further contended that 
the evidence in the other raids should 
Constitute separate and distinct charg­ 
es to be heard in separate trials. He 
also referred to a statute supporting 
his contention and submitted several 
cases in point. 
At noon the question was in the 
midst of debate as J. M. Anderson, 
1104 S. 28th street, the first witness 
called during the morning, waited on 
the witness stand to testify.
